There is much speculation as 
to w hat w ill happen here in the next decade. One person w ill tell 
vou that it is destined to develop into A m ericas m ost rapidly- 
growing desert com m unity; another w ill say th a t its ju st another 
bubble th at may b u rst any time.

Should the entire economy of the nation be upset by a nrajoi 
depression or a third w orld war, there is no telling w hat the effect 
m ight be upon Palm Springs. T h ats anybody s guess. W e would 
likely be in about the sam e position as any other non-industrial 
area Most of us realize that our future prosperity—our very lives 
—are dependent first upon the developm ent of world affairs. But 
it is not characteristic of A m ericans to let such fears deter their 
progress. So we can expect current trends to continue until some 
drastic change occurs.

Palm Springs w ill never be a Phoenix or a Las Vegas. We 
don’t have to be to grow and prosper. W ithout agricultural or in­ 
dustrial developm ent, we do not have the m akings of a big city. 
We m ust depend largely on clim ate as our greatest asset, w e always 
lave and likely alw ays will. 
Located only about a hundred m iles from a vast population— 
and draw ing people from all p arts of the nation as w ell—-this 
healthful, restful and beautiful area is bound to grow. W e go along 
w ith those who believe th a t the rap id progress m ade during the 
last few years w ill level off to a steady, healthy grow th.

The chief obstacle in the path of progress is the lack of unity. 
We have lots of m oney and plenty of enterprise, b u t they re all 
going their own w ay. There isn’t m uch team w ork. This is under­ 
standable for two reasons: We are a sm all tow n and have the 
resort complex. The problems, however, should not be unsur- 
m ountable.

The one organization w hich should—and can—lead us in a yital 
program of unified action is the Cham ber of Commerce. Y et it is 
handicapped almost to the point of ineffectiveness through lack 
of proper support.

County Airports 
Soon to go on Pay 
As You Go Basis 


Operation of Riverside county’s 
four public airports, all form er 
arm y bases, can be on a “pay as 
you go” basis by 1950, according 
to a report made Monday to the 
supervisors by W. E. Carey and 
Jam es R. Cranford, aviation ex ­ 
perts retained to survey economic 
possibilities of the bases. 
The 
four 
bases 
w hich 
the 
county has, or soon will acquire, 
are at Blythe, Hemet, Therm al 
and Shaver’s Summ it. 
Following 
careful 
studies 
of 
the assets on the bases, investi­ 
gations of upkeep costs and m ain­ 
tenance 
and 
lease 
discussions 
with airport users, the surveying 
engineers estim ated a total oper­ 
ating annual budget of $44,374 
and an income of $36,880 for the 
first year. 
While the income figure in the 
report is lower than expenses of 
operation, the report states th at 
it is a “very conservative esti­ 
m ate.” P o t e n t i a l agricultural 
leases could provide an added 
$19,000 annual income, according 
to the report. Gains in revenue in 
other categories would probably 
accrue.

Up to noon yesterday the 14th 
witness had completed testimony 
in the case of three Long Beach 
men charged with 20 felony com­ 
plaints arising from the sale of 
Palm Springs Indian reservation 
land.

HE TESTIFIED that he gave 
John S. Madill, 60, one of the 
three defendants $3,500 for a lot 
located on the Indian Reservation 
belonging to the Agua Caliente 
tribe. 
The other two defendants 
are Walter G. Klopping, 50, and 
Adolph Shollette, 49. 
Under cross examination of de­

attorney 
Clarence 
Hunt, 
Hawes admitted that he paid the 
$3,500 as a down payment on the 
lot but knew at the time that 
Madill and his two partners did 
not have title to the property. 


H O W A R D PERDEW, Indian 
agent here, testified last week 
from the witness stand, that sale 
of the Indian land the defendants 
are accused of negotiating would 
have to have the consent of con­ 
gress and the permission of the 
Indians. 
Perdew stated that no 
such action had even taken place 
in the case of the Indian lands 
belonging to the Agua Caliente 
tribe here.

Giant Telephone 
Cable Goes Into 
Operation to East 


Transcontinental telephone calls 
started going from Palm Springs 
to the eastern seaboard over the 
southern California section of the 
new coaxial cable, laid north of 
the Village, last Saturday. Little 
fanfare marked the use of the 
new cable by the Pacific Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph company. 
Completion of the link which 
traverses the desert to the north 
of here, along Highway 99, marks 
construction of the 
link 
from 
Los Angeles to Atlanta, Ga. 


EASTERN END of the line will 
be in New York City and a cable 
has already been laid to Char­ 
lotte, N. C. Work is progressing 
on the cable from Charlotte to 
Atlanta and it will be ready in 
1949. 
The 
cable 
enters 
Riverside 
county at Blythe where it crosses 
the Colorado river. 
From Blythe the cable, which 
will provide an ultimate work­ 
ing maximum of 1500 long dis­ 
tance voice channels, lies adjacent 
to highway at Whitewater, where 
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it enters the 
previous 
under­ 
ground conduit to Los Angeles 
via Banning. Beaumont, San Ber­ 
nardino and Pomona. 


IN ANNOUNCEMENT of the 
opening, the telephone company 
also disclosed that auxiliary cable 
networks will feed into the great 
trans-continental cable. Included 
will be a Pacific Coast network 


linking Los Angeles, Oakland and 
the northwest. Work will begin 
next year. 
The Pacific coast links are the 
projects of the Pacific Telephone 
and Telegraph Co., w hile the na­ 
tional cable is being built by co­ 
operation of the American Tele­ 
graph Co. with its affiliate com­ 
panies, including the PT&T.

THE DATES recommended to 
the newly-chosen board of direc­ 
tors by an executive committee 
which had met the preceding 
week were March 10 to 13. This 
was thought advisable so that 
the event could be out of the 
way before Easter which falls on 
March 28. Hotel men reported to 
the executive group that a great­ 
er proportion of the visitors to 
Palm Springs in the period ahead 
of Easter remain for longer stays 
and, therefore, are directly in­ 
terested in the Circus “build-up” 
during February and March. 
On the other hand several busi­ 
ness men urged that the event be 
staged in April in an effort to 
lengthen the season, and to pro­ 
vide an activity in the post-Easter 
season. 


CHAIRMAN BENNETT asked
